The  County  Lunatic  Asylum  at  Eorston,  lias  during  the 
past  year  been  conducted  under  the  care  of  the  Superin¬ 
tendent,  J.  Gr.  Symes,  Esq.,  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the 
Committee  of  Visitors. 

The  health  of  the  patients  has  been  very  good ;  through¬ 
out  the  whole  period,  only  ten  deaths  having  taken  place, 
and  when  the  Asylum  has  been  inspected,  as  it  has  been 
once  in  every  two  months,  in  compliance  with  the  directions 
of  the  Act,  and  at  other  times,  the  patients  have  been  found 
almost  without  exception  in  a  tranquil  and  orderly  state. 

The  Superintendent  reports  favourably  of  the  conduct 
and  attention  of  the  officers  and  servants  of  the  Establish¬ 
ment,  and  the  Committee,  as  far  as  their  observation  extends, 
concur  in  the  approbation  expressed  to  them  by  the 
Superintendent. 

The  accommodation  for  patients  remains  as  for  a  long 
time  past,  quite  insufficient  for  the  requirements  of  the 
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County,  the  number  of  patients  at  Fisherton  Asylum  being 
00  __30  males  and  36  females ;  besides  1  criminal  lunatic ; 
and  the  number  in  the  Asylum,  at  the  close  of  the  year, 
being  72  males  and  89  females— total  161 ;  giving  a  gross 
total  of  228  pauper  lunatics  now  maintained  from  public 
sources  in  this  county.

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ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

MEDICAL  SUPERINTENDENT. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Visitors  of  the  Dorset  County  Asylum . 
Gentlemen, 

I  beg  respectfully  to  submit  for  your  consideration 
a  short  Report  of  the  condition  of  the  Asylum,  &c.,  with 
the  usual  Statistical  Tables,  for  the  year  1858. 

On  January  1st,  1858,  there  were  in  the  Asylum  159 
patients,  viz. — 71  males  and  88  females :  during  the  year 
20  males  and  32  females  have  been  admitted,  12  males  and 
18  females  discharged,  3  males  and  7  females  died,  and  4 
males  and  6  females  sent  to  the  Asylum  at  Fisherton. 

The  number  on  the  books  now  is  72  males  and  89 
females,  and  at  Fisherton  31  males  and  36  females  ;  the 
whole  number  therefore  belonging  to  the  County,  now  in 
confinement  and  under  treatment,  is  228,  making  an  increase 
of  12  since  the  last  Report. 

The  daily  average  resident  number  of  patients  was  158, 
and  the  rate  of  maintenance  charged  to  the  several  Parishes 
has  been  7s.  1  %d.  per  head  per  week,  being  5%d.  per  head 
per  week  less  than  in  1857. 

There  has  been  nothing  particularly  calling  for  observa¬ 
tion  amongst  the  admissions,  except  that  the  suicidal 
propensity  has  been  more  noticeable  than  for  several  years 
past ;  this  has  necessarily  caused  additional  trouble  and 
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anxiety,  but  I  am  thankful  in  being  able  to  add  that  no 
attempt  at  suicide  has  been  successful,  although  several  have 
been  made. 

The  Asylum  has  been  remarkably  free  from  accident 
and  casualties  ;  and  the  general  conduct  and  behaviour  of 
the  patients,  and  their  great  freedom  from  irritability  and 
excitement  must  not  pass  unnoticed.  Their  health  generally 
has  been  very  good,  only  10  deaths  having  occurred,  three 
of  whom  averaged  66  years,  and  three  74  years  of  age. 

One  other  case  of  erysipelas  occurred,  and  recovered  ; 
[  mention  this  because  a  suggestion  has  been  thrown  out 
that  the  u  frequent  scouring  of  the  boarded  floors  may  be  a 
cause  of  this  disease  I  can  hardly  think  such  to  have  been 
the  case  here,  great  care  being  always  taken  when  the 
floors,  &c.,  are  scrubbed,  that  the  patients  do  not  remain 
there,  and  for  this  reason  all  our  galleries  are  never  washed 
at  one  time — the  patients  therefore  have  an  abundance  of 
room,  and  not  the  least  occasion  for  their  returning  until  the 
floors  are  thoroughly  dry. 

Scarlet  fever  prevailed  to  a  great  extent  in  our  imme¬ 
diate  neighbourhood  and  on  both  sides  of  the  Asylum,  yet 
no  case  occurred  here.  Colds  and  slight  attacks  of  quinzy 
were  common  for  a  few  weeks  ;  a  little  increase  of  diet, 
with  a  few  ounces  of  port  wine  daily,  soon  restored  that 
weakness  which  was  the  chief  feature  in  the  cases. 

The  amusements  and  occupations  of  the  patients  con¬ 
tinue  the  same  as  heretofore.  The  great  abundance  of 
newspapers  and  periodicals,  &c.,  regularly  sent  into  the 
reading  rooms,  are  a  source  of  much  comfort,  and  serve, 
somewhat  profitably  I  hope,  to  relieve  the  otherwise  weari¬ 
some  hours  which  must  of  necessity  be  felt  by  many. 

I  must  again  acknowledge  with  best  thanks  the  continued 
kindness  ot  the  editors  ot  the  Record ,  who  sends  three  copies

weekly,  Dorset  Chronicle ,  Sherborne  Journal,  Poole  Herald, 
and  the  Western  Flying  Post,  each  one  copy ;  and  I  feel 
sure  each  editor  would  be  amply  gratified  if  he  saw  the 
eagerness,  &c.,  with  which  the  papers  are  read,  and  the 
amusement  they  afforded :  surely,  in  other  counties,  such 
an  example  might  he  followed  with  equal  advantage,  &c. 

The  farm  and  garden  continue  to  be  a  means  of  profit¬ 
able  employment,  &c.,  and  productive  of  health  to  many. 

The  high  wall  between  the  two  male  airing  courts  has 
been  pulled  down,  converting  them  into  one  good  large  and 
much  more  cheerful  place  for  recreation.  A  bowling  ground 
is  now  being  formed  at  the  end  of  this  court. 

The  brewhouse  being  comparatively  useless,  now  the 
beer  is  contracted  for,  has  been  converted  into  temporary 
workshops  for  shoemakers  and  tailors,  and  it  is  worthy  of 
remark  how  much  more  work  is  done  there  compared  with 
that  formerly  done  in  the  wards.  The  patients  are  free  from 
interruption,  and  work  much  more  readily  and  cheerfully. 

During  the  past  year  the  Asylum  has  been  more  visited 
than  usual ;  and,  without  exception,  the  reports  left  in  the 
committee  book  have  been  most  satisfactory.  It  is  with 
pride  I  refer  to  the  visit  of  the  Right  Honorable  the  Earl 
of  Shaftesbury,  in  April  last,  and  the  report  he  was  pleased 
to  leave  in  the  book ;  the  remarks  made  at  the  Sessions 
will  doubtless  be  remembered  by  many. 

A  reference  to  Table  XVII.  will  shew  that  10  additional 
patients  were  removed  to  Fisherton,  owing  to  the  crowded 
state  of  our  Asylum  ;  the  relief  has  been  very  temporary, 
not  a  vacant  bed  now  remaining. 

The  inadequacy  of  the  present  Asylum  is  still  more  and 
more  seriously  felt ;  every  year  brings  with  it  an  increasing 
number  of  insane  poor ;  and  although  the  law  wisely  and 
humanely  orders  that  every  county  shall  provide  sufficient 
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accommodation  for  this  unhappy  class  of  poor,  yet  there  are 
difficulties  existing  in  the  case  of  this  county  which  are 
great  and  harrassing,  and  preventing  thus  far,  a  new  and 
suitable  building  being  erected. 

Situated  as  Forston  is,  between  two  hills,  (the  one 
behind  being  very  steep  and  abrupt) ,  the  great  lack  of  table 
land,  from  the  narrowness  of  the  valley,  is  seriously  felt ; 
and  hitherto,  every  architect  who  has  been  here  appears  at  a 
loss  how  to  provide  the  necessary  accommodation,  although 
one  gentleman  proposed  to  dig  into  the  hill  more  than  100 
feet,  thus  completely  burying  the  building  to  be  placed 
there.  Very  much  has  been  said  against  the  situation,  and 
grave  complaints  of  its  unhealthiness  and  otherwise  unsuit¬ 
ability  for  an  Asylum,  but  on  looking  over  the  Table  XVIII. 
at  page  26,  it  will  there  be  seen  that  the  rate  of  mortality 
for  the  last  ten  years  has  not  exceeded  8J  per  cent,  on  the 
average  daily  number  of  patients  resident,  and  during  the 
whole  of  that  time  there  has  been  no  epidemic  or  fever  of 
any  kind,  and  the  general  health  of  the  patients  remarkably 
good.  On  looking  over  the  table  above  referred  to,  and 
considering  the  great  age  of  many  of  those  who  have  died, 
it  must  be  acknowledged  that  health  at  least  is  one  of  the 
great  blessings  of  this  situation.  It  must  be  admitted  that 
the  situation  is  not  so  cheerful  as  it  should  be,  but  if  with 
sufficient  additional  land  the  new  Asylum  can  be  conveni¬ 
ently  erected  on  the  present  site,  there  seems  no  reason  why, 
by  making  it  face  more  towards  the  south  and  south-east, 
or  west,  the  effect  should  not  be  very  materially  lessened, 
and  this  too  would  be  still  advantaged  when  the  airing 
grounds,  gardens,  &c.,  are  much  enlarged  and  suitably  laid 
out.  The  simple  fact  of  having  a  subsoil  of  chalk  and 
gravel,  and  a  quick  and  never-failing  running  river,  must 
.  be  always  considered  as  of  immense  value.  Of  the  many 
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sites  offered  for  a  new  building,  there  was  not  one  at  all 
comparable  with  this,  when  all  these  desiderata  are  fully 
considered.  The  great,  and  I  fear  not  to  be  remedied,  fault 
here  is  a  want  of  space.  There  should  be  at  least  twenty 
acres  of  good  table  land  for  the  building,  garden,  &c.,  and 
if  this  could  be  obtained  on  somewhat  higher  ground  it 
would  add  very  greatly  to  the  cheerfulness  and  comfort, 
and  also  assist  towards  the  ultimate  recovery  of  the  patients. 

The  conduct  of  the  great  majority  of  the  servants  merits 
approbation,  and  I  quite  consider  their  duties  have  been 
cheerfully  and  properly  fulfilled. 

Two  male  attendants  were  summarily  dismissed.  In 
the  first  case  the  attendant  wTas  sitting  up  with  a  sick  patient 
who  was  very  troublesome ;  and  no  doubt,  during  a  moment 
of  irritation,  the  attendant  struck  him  in  the  eye,  leaving 
the  marks  of  his  violence  for  many  days ;  no  evil  result 
followed  to  the  patient.  In  the  second  case,  there  was  much 
reason  for  believing  the  patient  was  violently  struck  or 
pushed  by  the  attendant,  causing  him  to  stumble  and  fall 
with  great  force  on  his  face  on  the  brick  floor,  severely 
bruising  his  cheeks  and  knocking  out  several  teeth,  but  the 
more  serious  effect  was  immediate  insensibility  from  con¬ 
cussion  of  the  brain,  from  which  he  never  recovered. 

A  full  and  thorough  investigation  took  place  in  both 
instances  by  the  Committee,  who  would  have  prosecuted  in 
either  case  had  their  been  sufficient  evidence  to  convict.  In 
the  latter  instance  a  coroner’s  inquest  was  held,  and  after 
making  every  enquiry,  they  returned  a  verdict  of  “  Acci¬ 
dental  Death.” 

Investigations  into  cases  of  this  kind  cannot  be  too 
strictly  made,  so  as  to  satisfy  the  public  that  the  patients 
are  taken  care  of,  and  not  allowed  to  be  ill  treated.  Great 
jealousy  exists  amongst  some,  and  open  statements  are  made 
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that  the  inmates  of  Asylums  are  abused  and  knocked  about; 
and  I  consider  no  care  or  trouble  too  great  to  take,  so  as  to 
do  away  with  such  an  unjust  and  unfounded  suspicion.  The 
two  cases  above  alluded  to  will  prove  that  such  conduct  can 
and  may  exist, — so  much  the  greater  necessity  of  guarding 
against  it.  In  all  cases  of  accident,  however  slight,  I  make 
it  a  practice  to  let  the  patient,  if  able,  account  for  it ;  it 
gives  him  confidence  in  his  Medical  Superintendent,  and 
shews  the  attendant  that  any  unfair  conduct  may  be  known, 
and  will  not  be  passed  over. 

Whilst  speaking  of  the  conduct  generally  of  the  atten¬ 
dants  and  servants,  I  cannot  help  noticing  a  remark  which 
has  been  made  that  the  u  servants  of  Asylums  are  paid  upon 
strict  principles  of  economy,  and  the  class  from  which  they 
are  necessarily  taken  is  one  difficult  of  control.”  Now  that 
there  is  much  truth  in  the  above  remark  I  willingly  admit, 
but  I  do  think  very  much  might  be  done  by  the  Medical 
Superintendent  to  raise  the  Asylum  servants  in  their  own 
estimation  and  that  of  those  around  them ;  and  if  their 
wages  are  somewhat  economical,  let  their  domestic  comforts 
be  fully  considered  ;  and  I  believe  nothing  more  materially 
tends  to  make  servants  happy,  cheerful,  and  u'p  to  their 
duties.  The  practice  here,  and  one  adopted  for  many  years, 
is  to  allow  every  servant  to  dine  in  their  own  hall,  males 
and  females  together,  half  dining  at  1,  and  the  other  half 
at  half-past  1, — their  table -neatly  and  carefully  kept,  and 
the  joints  various,  well  and  nicely  served.  Two  large  and 
comfortable  rooms  well  supplied  with  books,  periodicals,  and 
newspapers,  are  allowed  for  the  male  and  female  attendants 
after  their  work  is  done.  Supper  is  served  at  9 ;  and  at  10, 
immediately  after  evening  prayers,  they  retire  for  the  night. 

I  cannot  help  thinking  these  little  changes  are  bene¬ 
ficial  both  to  their  health  and  minds.  I  know  thev

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appreciated ;  and  when  it  is  considered  how  very  much 
depends  on  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duties,  should  not 
these  little  comforts,  amongst  others,  be  thoroughly  minded  ? 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  to  offer  my  best  thanks  for  your 
continued  kindness,  and  the  support  invariably  shown  me 
in  all  matters  connected  with  the  management  of  the 
Institution.

Doted  March  12 th,  1858. 


The  following  changes,  as  respects  the  patients,  have 
taken  place  since  the  last  visit  of  the  Commissioners,  on 
the  1st  of  October,  1857  : — - 

Admitted  ...  18. 

Discharged  ...  14 — of  whom  12  were  recovered. 

Died  ...  ...  5. 

The  patients  this  day  are  160  in  number,  vizn  72  males 
and  88  females.  We  found  them  all  in  a  tranquil,  com¬ 
fortable  state,  and  the  several  wards  and  rooms,  beds  and 
bedding  were  remarkably  clean,  and  in  creditable  order. 

There  has  not,  since  the  last  visit,  been  any  instance  of 
seclusion.  Mechanical  restraint  in  any  form,  has  not  been 
employed  in  the  Asylum  for  many  years. 

The  health  of  the  patients  generally,  appears  to  be  good. 
One  male  and  five  female  patients  are  at  present  registered 
as  under  medical  treatment  for  bodily  ailments. 

The  system  adopted  in  reference  to  occupations  and 
amusements,  and  the  arrangements  for  out-door  exercise 
remain  the  same  as  at  the  time  of  the  last  visit. 

From  60  to  70  patients  attend  divine  service  in  the  male 
gallery  No.  1,  and  daily  prayers  during  the  week. 
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The  comfort  and  benefit  of  the  male  patients  are  much 
promoted  by  the  appropriation  of  day  rooms  at  the  end  of 
the  galleries  as  reading  rooms,  which  are  sufficiently  pro¬ 
vided  with  entertaining  books  and  periodicals. 

Having  regard  to  the  consideration  under  question,  of 
the  extension  of  the  Asylum,  we  forbear  on  this  occasion 
from  suggesting  any  improvements  of  a  structural  character, 
or  the  introduction  at  present  of  additional  furniture. 

We  have  much  satisfaction  in  recording  our  opinion  that 
the  Asylum  is  under  excellent  management. 

Attempts  have,  as  we  are  informed,  been  made  without 
success,  to  find  premises  suitable  for  the  temporary  accom¬ 
modation  of  the  surplus  pauper  lunatics  of  the  county,  as 
suggested  by  the  last  Visiting  Commissioners.
